wherein prior to treatment said patient has a superficial punctate keratitis (SPK) score 
of at least two. 

16. (Currently Amended) A method of treating a human patient suffering from an 
ocular surface damage associated with dry eye, said method comprising: 
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administering to the patient an ophthalmic composition containing from about 0.01% 
to about 0.06 &A% of FK506 represented by the following structure 



wherein prior to treatment the patient has a superficial punctate keratitis (SPK) score 
of at least two.
